late weeks upset all Belgian house- 
holds. On Oct, 18, a German edict

The letter says: “It is a noiortous 
fact and has been proved by docu- 
ments in possession of the Keren- 
sky government that Gormany 
missioned Lenine and gave 
Mm money to go to Russia to sow 
disaffection in the Russian army.” 


Pekin, Dec, 30,—Civil war ts in pro- 
gress at Irkutsk, In Eastern Siberia, on 
the trans-Siberian railroad in the sur- 
rounding district, The town was set on 
fire by Red Guards after they had 
murdered the French consular agent, 
and three other Frenchmen, Many 
persons including women and children 
are being murdered, and street fight- 
ing is under way.

Assembly to Meet 

London, Dee, 31.-—The constituent 
assembly, a correspondent from Petro- 
grad hears, will meet as soon as dele- 
gates from the Ukraine arrive, per- 
haps in ten days. He asserts that 
whatever is the decision of the as- 
sembly as constituted at present it will 
not alter the essential direction of 
Russian policy, although it might, by 
weakening the government at home, 
weaken it in its dealings with the 
Germans, 

Any attempt to turn out the Bol- 
sheviki government by force would 
result only in anarchy favorable to 
the Germans, says the correspondent, 
who does not belleve that such Is 
available. Ho writes enthusiastically 
about Leon ‘Trotzky, the Bolshevikl 
foreign minister, who told hin that 
the war would be decidea vy cocial 
rather than military pressure. 


Looking With a Wink 


Trotzky is quoted as saying: “The 
German democracy looks to the Rus- 
sian revolution. It is the recognition 
of this fact that compels the German 
government to accept Russian prin- 
ciples as the basis for negotiations.” 

Trotzky said the German offer was 
a victory for the democratic move- 
ment generally not only of the Rus- 
sian and German democracy. Austro- 
Hungary, he said, is on the point of 
revolt and every country in Europe is 
feeling the pressure of democracy 
from below. The German attitude, 
Ttotzky added, means that the Ger- 
man government is wiser than most 


governments, because it recognizes 
real factors. 
Democratic pressure, ‘Trotzky Is 


quoted as adding, forced the Germans 
to reject their grandiose plans of con- 
quest and to accept the peace in which 
there are neither conqueror nor con- 
quered, He admitted, however, that 
such a peace could hardly be achteved 
unless the entente allies Join the 
negotiations, 

Pro-Ally Russians. the correspon- 
dent of the Daily News says, felt that 
Germany's terms offered at Brest- 
Litovsk were for the purpose of con- 
founding the ailies and winning sym- 
pathy. These Russians oppose a sep- 
arate peace, but say the next word 
belongs to the allies,
